Rucks C ounty, now a beehive ot wartime activity, has little 
reason to look back u p o n the tragic days of tile- depression 
Stilt, its ability to com e safely through that great economic crisis 
points clearly to the kind of governm ent the people of tins 
county have enjoyed ever since the fledgling days of \\ illium 
! Vim. 
Actually, the depression had little effect upon Bucks ( min 
ty’s excellent finances. 
I rue, we underw ent a period of e*n 
forced retrenchment when e m p lo y m e n t was scarce and tax 
collections had fallen off slightly but at no time was the county s 
financial status in danger. 
I his can be traced to the Republican 
administration s policy of creating suitable financial r e s e r v o ir 
to offset economic famines. 
While R u c k s ( ounty was weathering the financial explo 
sions set off by the co lla| )sc of this n a t i o n s economic structure 
on Rlack Friday, 192*), the* picture elsewwhere in the* country 
was an unhappy and foreboding one. (. apital went into hiding., 
millions of men and w om en joined the ranks of the unem 
ployed, industry's silent mills and smokeless stac ks to Id the MI 
own story of economic decline and everyw here the pinch ot 
hard times gripped the people 
A m erican courage and resourcefulness in the face* of ad 
versify has always been a beautiful ihing to behold. 
I Ins nation 
has survived three great panics. 
We* have seen our industrial 
empire virtually snowed under only to rise again. W e have seen 
our banks p o p like strings of firecrackers only to reclaim their 
lightful place in the world of finance. 
I hat is the story of 
A merican perseverance and faith that is probably uninatc heel 
by any other nation in the world. 
Through all the economic eruptions of the last depression, 
Rucks C ounty s governm ent remained firm 
While* other conn 
ties were struggling against financial 
chaos, 
the ( ounty «»I 
Rucks issued no bonds. 
Likewise there has been no Rucks 
( Ounty I lousing Authority b o nd issue. 
During the period from January I, 19 33 to the present 
time, only 22 municipal bond issues, totaling slightly over a 
half million dollars, have been 
floated 
in 
the political sub 
divisions and school districts of Bucks County, 
I best* were all 
small issues. 
It is interesting to note that of the total amount 
floated $ 3 3 7 ,0 0 0 was b o rro w e d by school districts; $1 36,500 
by boroughs, and $ 8 0 ,0 0 0 by townships, indicating clearly 
that school needs were met by the only m eth o d available to 
those responsible for caring for the needs of our school c hil 
cfren. 
This is an appreciable record when the results o f the de­ 
pression in other political subdivisions of other counties in 
I Pennsylvania are m a d e the basis of comparison. 
I he* financial 
stability of county governm ent is associated in m an y ways with 
the condition of its municipalities. 
I he fact is that Bucks ( nun 
ty's political subdivisions have always been financially solvent 
I .xcept for a slight decrease in income and the nec essity of 
making a few tax anticipation loans, the effect of the depression 
u pon the finances of these units was hardly noticeable in our 
county. 
As proof of this stability, assessed property valuations 
have rem ained fairly constant over the last ten year period. 
It 
is also significant that the county tax rate from 19 33 to 194 i 
has rem ained at 4 mills. 
How ever, it must be re m e m b e red 
that this millage represents a decrease since the rate in 1929 
was 5 Zi mills. While wartime prosperity has brought an influx 
of heavier taxes elsewhere throughout the* country, our (O u nty 
Commissioners have found no necessity for changing the county 
tax rate. 
This is a nother evidence of provident Republican
